Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 9th November, 1988, a major fire was triggered off 
from a light naptha tank No. 354 in (ho Aromatics Unit 
tankage complex of Bharat Petroleum Corporation Ltd. (Re¬ 
finery), Mahul, Bombay. The fire, which was started with a 
vapour cloud explosion, affected the neighbouring slops 
tank No. 360, a light naptha tank No. 355 and 2 Benzene 
tanks No. 362 and 363, 59 people got burn injuries of vary¬ 
ing nature, out of which 35 succumbed to the injuries. Ail 
the affected blast victims were evacuated to the neafby 
hospitals within the first half an hour of the incident. 

During the fire fighting operations, al one stage, when all 
available resources were actively engaged, one of the naptha 
Lanks No. 357 on the south end of the tank farm, caught fire 
at its PV Valve situated on the roof. This situation could 
have led to a major escalation in the fire affecting all the 20 
tanks and further leading to disastrous consequences. All 
efforts made, proved futile and the lire was getting out of 
control. 

Sensing (he danger in the lire escalation, a fire fighting group 
of the Rcfitierv, consisting of Shri Kishor Marolrao Khanke, 
Fire Officer, Shri Sadruddin Thamas Khan, Fire Operator- 
Charge Hand, Shri Mohd. Illiyas Mohd. Riyaz Farooqui, Fire 
Operator and Shri Arvind Dattatray Samant, Fire Operator, 
climbed the burning tank No. 357 carrying dry chemical and 
portable extinguishers. Without caring for their personal 
safety, they approached the PV Valve from two directions 


and successfully knocked out (he fire with speed and deter¬ 
mination. But for their timely and courageous action, the 
situation could have worsened and possibly led to a major 
disaster. 

In this incident, Sbri Kishor Marotrao Khanke, Fire Officer, 
Shri Sadruddin Thamas Khan, Fire Operator-Charge Hand, 
Shri Mohd. Iliyas Mohd. Riyaz Farooqui, Fire Operator and 
Shri Arvind Dattatray, Fire Operator, displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These aw ards are made for gallantry under rule 3(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Fire Service 
Medal for Gallantry and consequently carry with them the 
monetary allowance admissible under Rule 5(a) with effect 
from the 9th November, 1988.
